It  In  not  possible  to  even  mak«  an  in- 
tclllgsrit  guess  lit'  how  long  tbe  Senate 
will  take  to  go  through  the  tariff  bill,  as 
•very  schedule  In  It  w*lll  lie  bitterly  at¬ 
tacked  by  the  UepublientiH  and  many  of 
them  by  Democratic  Senators’.  Senutoi 
t  Smith,  of  Now  Jersey,  made  it  plain  in 
faTw-Hpcoeb  to-day  that  he  stands  -very 
nearly,  If  not  qiitte,  upon  the  same  tariff 
platform  uh  Senator  11111.  However,  It 
Is  by  no  means  certain  that  either  one  of 
them,  or  of  the  other  Democratic  Sena¬ 
tors  who  are  known  to  be  opposed  to 
portions  of  the  bill,  will  in  the  end  vote 
against  it.  Many  “believe  that  It  is  the 
amendment  of  tlm  bill,  not  Its  defeat, 
that  they  are  working  for,  and  tbut 
whether  they  succeed  or  not  they  will  on 
the  final  vote  support  the  bill  whatever 
Its  condition  may  then  be.  Several 
prominent  Republican  Senators  have 
privately  expressed  their  opinion. 

Representative  Breckinridge's  attempt 
to  get  vindication  from  a  Washington 
Jury  was  an  Ignominious  failure.  The 
jury  rendered  a  verdict  in  MImh  Pollards 
favor,  awarding  her  $15,000  for  damages. 
It  is  generally  believed  here  that  the 
verdict  Is  all  she  will  get,  us  it  is  under¬ 
stood  that  Col.  Breekiuildge  lias  no  pro¬ 
perty  that  she  can  get  at.  The  people  of 
Washington  huve  not  taken  sides  with 
Ml  s*  Pollard  in  this  case,  although  the 
sentiment  against  Qd.  Dreokiu ridge  has 
been  Intense  and  tlra  verdict  is  generally 
endorsed.  Col.  Uieckiurhlge  euys  he 
has  been  treated  unfairly  by  thp  public, 
and  reiterates  tils  determination  to  make 
a  light  to  be  returned  to  Congress,  and. 
It  is  said,  instead  of  taking  his  seat  In 
the  House,  will  in  a  few  days  go  to 
Kentu-ky  and  begin  a  personal  canvass 
of  his  di.  trict,  .seeking  \  indication  from 
his  constit uenls.

the  bill  providing  for  the  election  of 
hoards  of  chosen  freeholders  has  been 
passed  by  the  Legislature.  It  provides 
that  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayors  of  Newerk  and  Jersey  City,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
lu  May,  one  freeholder  from  each  ward 
In  t  hose  cities. 

The  appointee  must  hoof  the  political 
party  that  coat  the  highest  number  of 
votes  In  the  ward  at  the  last  charter 
election. 

From  cities  of  the  second  class,  like 
Orange,  for  instance,  there  shall  be  two 
freeholders  appointed  by  the  mayor  of 
tbe  city  affectad.  There  shall  be  two 
freeholders  from  townships  that  at  tbe 
last  federal  census  had  a  population  of 
12,000,  and  the  appointments  shall  be 
made  by  the  chairmen  of  township  com¬ 
mittees,  * 

Townships  that  have  less  than  a 
population  of  12,000  are  to  have  one 
freeholder  each,  to  he  appointed  by  the 
chairman  of  the  towusblp  committee. 

In  Democratic  townships  the  freeholders  at  tLii  p.  M. 
will  be  Democratic,  and  In  Republican 
townships  Republican. 

The  term  of  ofllce  will  be  one  year, 
beginning  on  the  seventh  of  next  mouth. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  first  year  of 
service  the  freeholders  are  to  be  elected 
by  the  people,  nod  for  periods  of  one 
year.  The  salary  is  to  be  $600  each. 

The  director  of  the  board,  who  is- to  be 
cbosen  by  the  board,  will  be  paid  $1,000 
a  year. 

The  new  board  is  to  organize  on  the 
first  Wednesoay  after  the  first  Monday. 

All  vacanclee  ore  to  be  filled  by  the  may¬ 
or  or  ohalrman  of  the  township  commit¬ 
tee,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Tha  terms  of  all  present  freeholders 
are  to  expire  ou  May  7,  and  all  officers 
appointed  by  tbe  present  boards  are  to 
cease  on  May  14,  no  matter  for  bow  long 
a  term  they  were  appointed.
